Tho only security 
from agitation and change 11 to couflue thn 
taxing power to Its rightful purpose of ob 
Ulnlng revenue limited to the necessities of 
government. When no more revenuels need 
ed by the Koveruuient of the people It has at- 
tained the HnUlK of Its power to tax the peo- 
ple, Kstiraates based on census statistics 
will show that the few who proflt most from 
the labor of all contribute under this system 
of unequal lunation uot more than fwo per 
ceutof their savings, while the great mass ot 
workers Including dependent poor pay the 
bulk of the tJ>ies.

nues. Tho abolition'of Internal revenue 
means free and cheaper liquors, but with 
heavier i««es, higher priced sugar and other 
articles essential lu every household. It Is 
Insisted that wages are no much higher here 
than In countries seeking dur markets that 
revenue duties will not equalize tbe differ- 
ence In cost of production. Conceding the 
truth of what is not true, that a foreign rival 
must pay for the privilege of selling In our 
markets a sum equal to tbe difference In 
wages to enable tbo home producer to sell 
with reasonable profit, let me son it the reve- 
nue rules will compensate for that difference. 
The census value of manufactures for '80 was 
85,309,579,101, .wages paid iu making them 
were 89*7,953,595. The difference In the cost 
of goods is said to bo tho difference In cost of 
wages, but suppose tbe iUITerence between 
the cost here and the cost abroad amounts to 
all (he wages paid here, then these manufac- 
tures would cost 
abroad $1,421,625,395. 


Supposo the average rate of duty which the 
bill before the house leaves at 3", percent was 
reduced to 23 per cent and at that'rate this 
84,421,025,391) in value of goods was Imported 
It Would cost the Importer at that rate of 23 
per cent 8'JU2,757,6&7, which not only makes 
ip for the difference In wages but exceeds all 
the wages paid for making all the goods. 


Kelley made tbe opening speech In opposl- 


ion to the bill. He did not believe any cheap- 
ening of goods could relieve any American 
udustrles. The evil was not tbat goods were 
not cheap enough or that America could not 
jroduce them. The truth to be considered 
)y all men was that the power of prodnc- 
tlon tbe world over had outgrown tbe power 
of consumption; tbat 
the 
markets are 


overstocked, and In over)' iand skilled and In- 
dustrious people Idle. Alter describing the 
wretched condition of laborers In Blrming- 
latu, England, and the surrounding towns, he 
said, "God forbid that American labor should 
xi ever embodied In production tbat should 
» cheap enough to be sold to tbe Industrial 
owns that^urround Birmingham." Much Is 
leard about free trade. He denied tbat the 
free trade democracy of the country, as rep- 
resented on this floor, n&s in favor ot free 
raw material. By abolishing the duty on qui- 
nine and salt quinine the largest manufacturer 
n the country had been obliged to send all bis 
stock abroad and employ cheap Geiiiian labor 
and cheap raw material in Its manufacture. 
By putting a duty of 81.10 cents per pound 
on tin plates tbe United States had succeeded 
n establishing manufacturers. He could nee 
>ut two waya by which the market could b* 
nCii«od, with a third means glimmering in 
the 
future. Stop all 
importation 
of 


cheap labor, sendr** to whatever country 
Jiey cauio from the men or women, who hart 
Klgned contracts In forelga lands or on ship- 
board to work at lower wages than the vages 
ot American labor. [Applause.] Soe tbat 
tbe wages were kept so high tbat public 
schools might be well sustained and children 
reasonably educated. Let not an American 


otnan become degraded. 
Pending debate the committee rose and tbe 


bouse adjourned. 


SENATE. 


Fair laid before tha senate a joint resolu-

JDawes called up tbe bill to divide a portion 


of the great reservations of the Slour nation of 
Ind lans In Dakota In separate reservations and 
to secure the rollnqul»hmeut of the Indians' 
title to the remainder. Dawes moved to amend 
tbe bill so as to make tbe amount of land to 
be given In severally to the Ponca Indians 14 
sections. A&iood to, 40 to 3. 


Pending action on the bill the chair laid 


before the senate unfinished business, It being 
the bankruptcy bill. Consideration was pro- 
ceeded with by sections and much progress 
made,'debate being confined strictly to 
the legal 
aspect* 
of 
the 
Provision. 


The sections agreed to to-day 
provide 


among other things that any persons owing a 
Diovldablo debt exceeding SSOO may volun- 
tarily petition to bo adjudged Mnkiupt.-Any 
trader owing debts In nxcess of 51,000 who 
leaves his slate to avoid his creditors or con- 
ceals Himself to avoid arrest or service of 
legal process or fraudulently transfers his 
property or conceals or removes the same 
to avoid process ot 
with the intention 
to 
defraud 
his creditors, procures 
or 


suiters Judgment to be procured against him, 
or who bolSg actually Insolvent suffers hi? 
property to bo seized on execution and w.lfc 
and within 50 das i redeems It, or lias sus- 
pended payment of his accounts for the peri- 
od of 30 days after they wero duo and pay- 
able, sball bo deerael to have committed an 
act of bankruptcy and may b» adjudged 
bankrupt by a petition filed by three 01 more 
of his credilorn.

Breckinridge, of Kentucky, upon ths senti- 
ment, "The Itepublic an Indivisible Union of 
Indestructible StateV the following letter 
was read from ox Governor Tllden. 


NK\V YORK, April r>, 1884. 
Gentlemen: 


1 have had the honor to receive your invita- 


tion lo the third annual banquet of tin Iro- 
quols club to respond to tbe sentiment tho 
"Federal Constitution." I have also received 
a private letter asking a written response to 
the sentiment, In aae 1 am prevented from 
attending, 1 have been for some time and 
onrstlil exceptionally engrossed with business, 
which I have no power to defer or abandon. 1 
must- therefore communicate Kith you In 
writing and my answer must be 
brief.

constitution Goutemeur Morris, who bad 
bocn a 
conspicuous 
member 
of 
tbo 


convention, being asked what be thought of 
tbe constitution replied, "Tbat depends upon 
bow It'Ia umsUued." Tbe democratic party 
originated In resistance by more advanced 
patriots of toe revolution to an effort which 
was made to change the character of onr 
government by false construction of the con- 
stitution, Imposing on tbe new system a mon- 
archical bias. Vr. Jefferson's election In 1800 
rescued onr ft™ IniUtaUmn from perils wblch 
suirounded them and secured sixty years ad- 
nilalsuatlon mtlnly in bfeuiony with their 
design and tiue character. 
When 
tbe 


attempt was made to break up the union and 
to dismember tbe territorial Integrity of tbe 
country tbe people were compelled to m«te a 
manly choice-' between tbcso. calamities and 
the d*"gerous Influences ot a civil war upon 
tbe character ot tbe government 
They 


patriotically and wisely resolved to save the 
union first «nd iep«(' toe, damage wblcb our 
polltlcni systwi might ins'aju.vbfn more iin- 
mlnent danj«o bu txf" provided"against, 
Tbe first work »«» su««~f(flly trcomp- 
llshed, but tw-nty yMre ban since'- elapsed 
and the work of restoring thn government to 
Its original character Is not accomplished.

warned

discords 
our 


tree system w>s liable to perish In the 
struggle, by tbe Insensible change of Its char- 
acter, Not only have tbe best U.dltlons ot 
tbe patriots who won independence and es- 
tablished freedom lost their authority but our 
cherished political system Is slowly losing its 
bold upon life under a fungus giuwtb of false 
constructions, and the couupt practice of 
the government Itself h«s become a menacing 
factor In elections. An long agou 1870 I 
exprosed tbe opinion that the opposition 
must embrace, at the beginning ot the 
canvass 
two-thirds 
ot 
tbe 
vpters 
to 


maintain* a majority at tbe election. In this 
history repeats Itself. In most countries the 
government maintains iteelf by force or fraud. 
Even In the comparatively popular system of 
England the monarch has until lately con- 
trolled the majority of parliament and fre- 
quently directed election through favors, Jobs 
and money taken from tbe public U««ury. 
This Is a hard saying bnt the recent publica- 
tion ot the papers of a decoaoed statesman 
leaves no doubt upon tbe subject. In our 
own country tho government Instead ot 
standing as an Impartial 
arbiter amid 


conflicts 
of 
maturing 
opinion 
and 


contending 
Interests 
lias 
Itself 
de- 


scended Into the arena supplied with all 
the weapons of partisanships Its myriads ot 
officer-holders, Its alliances with or against 
vast pecuniary Interests, lu unlimited com- 
mand of money levied fium Its dependants 
and contractors have sufficed to deteiuilne the 
majority In every <*o but one. In tbat case 
It collected mlll'"y forces around the capitol 
and by this and other menaces Intimidated 
congressional representatives and a majority 
ot the people to relinquish the fiults ot their 
victory and to surrender tbe government to 
the control ot the minority. No reform of 
the 
administration 
Is 
possible 
so 


long 
as the 
government 
is 
directed 


by a 
party 
which 
Is 
under 
the 


dominion of fajse doctrines and animated by 
enormous pecuniary Interests in the perpetua- 
tion of existing abusei- Tho first effectual 
steps In the retoiiu of our government must 
be an unequivocal change In the policy of Its 
administration. The work of refoim will be 
difficult enough with the whole power of the 
government exerted lu accomplishing It. I have 
such fallh In the providence which has pre- 
sided over the destiny of ourcountry m every 
gicat trial hitherto, that I do not despair of 
our ultimate deliverance. Though 1 c«n no 
longer aspire to be one ot tbe leaders In this 
i.ient work I bid those upon whom this 
august mission may fall, God speed.

A letter from Senator Bayard was then 


read, the senator willing from Washington. 
He declares that all branches of manufactures 
ol tho country are congested through tariff 
restrictions, lie considers It evident that thi 
republican patty has no disposition to sup- 
port any change of existing policy and asserts 
tbat hope of reform or relief can only $j ex 


peeled from the ascendancy of tho democratic 
party. Corruptions which have grown up un- 
der republican administration can bo eradi- 
cated only by change of power. The material 
of the next republican national convention Is 
shadowed forth In tho selection of Louisiana 
delegates beaded by an Individual now udder 
Indictment for bribery. Misgovernmont must 
continue undor such conditions. 


Senator Pendlctou, of Ohio, spoke upon 


"Iteforniot tho Civil Service" He described 
tlw magnitude ot the present civil, soivlce of 
the country. More than ono hundred thous- 
and officers are nooded In. subordinate civil 
administration* alone. 
That these officers 


should be used as a reward of mere partisan 
service Is a crime against civilization, a pro- 
lific parent of fraud and corruption. The 
speaker read an extract from the democratic 
platform adopted In '76 upon civil service re 
form mid extrarls from Governor lllden's let- 
fur of acceptance and »al I, "On that platform 
and that letler Mr. Tlldon was elected presi- 
dent of the Unllfld States. On that doctrine 
the democratic party wou Its first great vic- 
tory after twenty years. Oh that doctrine It 
will win Its groat victories hereafter. 
We 


have a good law but it does not go far enough; 
It does not touch the question of tenure of 
office or removals from office except to pro 
vide that removals shall not be made for (e- 
f using to pay political assessments or perform 
partisan service. The democratic party Is 
pledged to the work ot Improving this law. 
It must keep the pledge to the extent ot Its 
ability." 


Hun. S. Sterling Morton, of Nebraska, 


responded to the toast, "Induction of Taxa- 
tion; Tariff for Hevcnue only." Tim speaker 
said at the present moment there ^seemed to 
be gre*t distress In the minds of some mem- 
bers of the democratic, party because there Is 
agitation against the protective system of 
taxation It had been declared that the time 
was Inopportune, and If discussion was con- 
tinued It would lose the presidential election 
for the party. He declared tbat tbe argument 
was predicated on the theory tbat the Ameri- 
can people were divided-Into two classes: 
those 
who 
are 
In 
office 
and 
those 


who wish to get Into office. Ee 
de- 


clared that the best way of the government 
Is the one which shall require from Its citi- 
zens the l««'t possible amount of t'Tatlon 
and furnish tbe most perfect and equal con- 
servation of rights. The taimers, mechanics 
and laborers of the United Slates are paying 
under the present protectlve'tariff more Indi- 
rect tuiatlon on tbe clothing which'they use, 
on the gl»ss, nails and sugar which they con- 
sume, than ibey are paying In direct taxes 
for all tbe machinery of national, state, 
county, and municipal government. He was 
willing to go to the country on the Morrison 
bill. 


Wade Hampton, in a letter of regret dated 


Washington, says: "1 might, perhaps, have 
bocn able to express to some extent the feel- 
lag* of the eoutbeiu people. They recognize 
as one of the results ot tbe late civil war tbe 
lestoiaTlon of the union and tbe supromary 
ot tbe constitution. They believe that there 
can be no union ot Indestructible states 
unless the rights of those state*, which are 
founded on this union, wblch gave It life, 
power, authority, are jealously guarded and 
socially protected. If we hope to p-reoerv« 
the union Indivisible we must keep tbe states 
Indestructible."
